rotten at the heart, abate the force ofwhatfoever is founded

fuffering) upon earth" both Patriarchal and Evangelical—* 
whereof, lflamifm (or Mahometanifm) was. the grandeur- 
ruption in the Eaft, and Romanifm in the Weft :— both 
fpringing up, (as before obferved) about the fame year,

velled againft the peculiar corruptions of the Stoics and 
Epicureans, as noticed in a former part of this work, 
p. xxi. 

We are now free to furmifc, the nature of the hoots 
and parchments in queftion — they probably related, to Gre- 
cian and Jewijh Philofophy; in whicK " the Orator of 
Tarfus," as he is ftiled by Longinus f and the pupil of 
Gamaliel^ was fo profoundly verfed; as the learned may 
perceive, in thofe two chef-fcevjres — his epiftle to the 
Romans^ and to the Hebrews — the Jaft, his moft highly 
polifhed compofition — which by a conjecture the moft 
affronting'— and that to himfelf more than the Apoftle,-— 
Wakefield fuppofes was tranflated into its elegant and claf- 
fical Greek, for this mighty master, by his assis- 
tant Luke ! ! \—Credat Judaus. 

In thefe noble compofitions of unrivalled beauty ar 
.excellence, involving myfteries the moft fublime and 
their full extent, inconaprehenfible, O that Britijb fct 
lars, would encounter difficulties, worthy of them !— -cc 
pared with which, thofe of Lycophron and Shakfpe 

Net 
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Newton, and the ebfcurorum $bfcurtflimtts—>* Waring^ are 
mere childrens play !— witfothis difference, that the dif- 
ficulties of the faqred writers^ refult from the poverty of 
iuunan language — incapable of emphatically expreffing, 

what

* This profound Mathematician, who when weighed in the 

balance with the firft of the age, Clairaut aad T> y Alembert, in 
France, Euler in Peterfburgh, aad La Grange, in Berlin, &c. 
&c. will not be found wanting in fagacity, or reach ofinven- 
tion ; feems to have purpofdy obfcured his difcoveries, by deli- 
vering fyntbetlcally, what he found out analytically. — Thus, in 
that moft important Tranfmutation of aquations* — " To Jin J an 
Equation whofe roots Jhall be the fquares of the differences of the 
roots of a given igwi/Mii"— which furntfhes an infallible rule for 
the difcovery of impoffble roots of ^equations, where Newton's 
fails — inftead of proceeding by Indudion from the fimpleft cafe 
of Cubic ^equations, &c.

— And the Apoftle himfelf, makes a clear and a 
marked diftin&ion, between what he faid by pemtijiony 
and what, by injunction of the Lord ; 1 Cor. 7, 6-— 12. 
that is, what he fpoke from himfelf, or of his own private 
opinion as a Man, and what he delivered as an Apoftle. 
But we are told, does not Paul (ay ii«a<r*r>*|>neM*wc^!^ 
•True: — But had the obje&ors attended to the technical 

language 
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language of Scripjure, they would hot have fo groftly 
betrayed their own ignorance.— tpa*h, here fignifi^f not 
the whole of the Sacred Canon, but the Prophetical branch. 
The Scriptures in general, he had juft before called, 
ta 'iepa tpammata, the Sacred writings, in the preceding 
Verfe : 2 Tim. 3, 15. as coiltrafted with Prophetic Scrip- 
ture — tc the law and the prophets." — It fhould therefore be 
rendered, " all prophetical Scripture is divinely infpired" 
or rather, " every prophetical Jcripture, &c." For the 
word rPA<j>H, is applied in numberlefs inftances, to Jingle 
Texts of the Old and New Tcftament.

ruptlon of the famous text, of 1 Tim. 4, 16. introducing an alte- 
ration of the pun&ualibn, which makes downright nonfenfe of ' 
the paffage : — referring '02 to 2tvk& as an antecedent ; but 
l<ru\G> refers to. Tmothy > (See alio P. L. 350.) as one of the 
pillars and bid/works of the Church, GaL 2, 9. See alfo, his 
mod injudicious defalcations of the text, Ads 23, 9. where 
Btofjuftvptt is dropped ; though required by the fenfe, and by 
Ads, 5, 39. And by a (till more unwarrantable licenfe, CoL

We are not bound .therefore to fuppofe, that the polite 
and elegant Epiftle to Philemon^ refpe&ing a private 
tran(a£tion, was infpired ; or the Genealogies of Matthew 9 s 
and Luke's Gofpels* ox thofe of the Patriarchs and Jews 9 
reprefented as hiftorical records^ were infpired. — The in* 
fpired parts are ufually marked. Thus faith th* L0R9,

Nor was infpiration neceflary to Me&facls. — The lan- 
guage of the witneffes of the Refarreffim was : — " What 
wa$ frm firjl s what we have beard> what we have feen 
with our eyes, what we have viewed^ and our bands have 
handled^ refpefting the Oracle of the Life {for 
the life was made manifeft, &c. and appeared to us) 
K 2 what 
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what we have feen and heard) declare We unto you."—

It was neceifary however, to teach doclrines> new and 
myfterious dodrines, beyond the power of illiterate Gali^ 
kans, either to comprehend or to communicatet The 
Holt spirit therefore was promifed, to bring to their 
remembrance whatfoever our Lord had /aid to them 
during the courfe of his miffionj to guide them into all 
the truth of the Chriftian difpenfation ; and to confer the 
gifts of Tongues and other miraculous powers, and graces. 
And accordingly the Apoftles appeal to the double evidence :

And can we read " without inward emotion, and with*

" While the TEMPtE was burning, the Sack of that 
Quarter began. And the (laughter, of thofe whom the 
Soldiers found, was immenfe. There was no pity Jhewn 
to age, no refpett to dignity, but young and old, the profane 
.vulgar, and the facred priefthood, were put to death alike. 
And the battle involved and invaded every fort, confound- 
ing the fuppliants with the defendants : and the crackling 
of the widely fpreading flames, refounded along with the 
groans of the falling. . And by reafon of the height of the^ 
mount, and the greatnefs of the flaming pile, you would 
have thought, that the whole City was on fire ; and nothing 
can be conceived grander nor more terrible than that noife : 
for there was a (homing of the Roman Ranks coming to 
clofe engagement, and a cry of the feditious, hemmed in 
by fire and fword. And the people who wdre left in the 
upper City, turned with difmay towards the enemy and 
groaned at the cataftrophc. While the cry of the multi- , 
turtle in the lower City, confpired with thofe on the mount. 

L And 
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And now, many of thole that were famifhing with hun- 
ger, and their lips clofed, when they (aw the Tempi* on 
fire, recovered full ftrength, for wailings an4, moans. 
Thefe, again, were echoed from the fuburbs, and the 
fiirrounding mountains, making the impreffioa ftiU deeper 
on the mind; while the havoc increafoi die horror of the 
tumult. You would have thought that die Temple mount 
was burnt up from the very roots, it was fo loaded with 
fire throughout. And yet, the blood was Hill more abun- 
dant than the fire ; and the flaughtered, more than the 
flayers. For the ground was no where clear of the dead; 
and the Soldiers mounting on heaps of carcafles, ruflied 
on the fugitives, flying in every direction." 

What a lively and heart-rending tomment is this, on the 
wonderful Text of the Sacred Hiftorian Moses, minutely 
predicting the Roman invafion, captivity and defolation, 
in the 28th Chapter of Deuteronomy from verfe 49 to 
the end: 

u The Lord (hall bring upon thee, a Nation from afar ; 
from the end of the Earth ; like as the Eagle flieth j a 
nation whofe tongue thou {halt not underftand ; a nation of 
fierce countenance ; which fliall (hew no refpe& to the old* 
nor pity to the young, &c." 

" The following paffage, from the Great Hiftorian 
Jofepbus" (as the Satirijl moft juftly ftfles him p. 349.)

And this will lead 
to an sflential emendation of a line of Virgil* which all 
the Editors have difgraced by two unmeaning interjec- 
tions.

tlAVING ia the couffc of the foregoing TRANSLATia^s 
bad occafion to infpe£b and review this great Moral 
Satire, The Pursuits of Literature, more dofely 
and critically than ufually falls fo the lot of the ProfeJfian % 
whofe time and attention is ertgrofled and diftra&ed by 
too many obje&s crowding upon them from all quarters 
of the ocean of Modern Literature \ it may naturally be 
cxpe&ed, that I fhould deliver my fentiments on the 
performance in the more independent chara&cr of a 
Reviewer , both of it and of the Reviewers themfelves ; 
which, as a Tratrjlator, I have endeavoured to give more

general currency to, by removing the principal obje&ioa 
thereto, — a mafs of untranjlated Quotation. 

The Author fpeaks rather flightingly of the Profeffion ; 
and certainly they have not reviewed his work con amore. — 
Still as a learned and in general judicious Court of Criticifm % 
they are entitled to. the thanks of the Public, and efpe- 
thllj of fequeftered Students like myfelf, who find in their 
" little blue books" much ufeful, various and folid, and 
frequently novel information, condenfed and concen- 
trated into the fmalleft compafs ; and whofe ever enlarg- 
ing field of view, furnifhes more accurate and critical 
information of Manners and Opinions, than can be pro- 
cured elfewhere— they are indeed the beft Literary 
Almanacks of the Times — and from which the awful and 
alarming and eventful Signs of the Times, may molt 
accurately and authentically be colle&ed, from their 
curious Extracts of the Publications that come under 
their cognizance ; more faithfully, perhaps, than from 
their own JDecifions, which fometimes are too ftrongly 
tin&ured by .the fpirit of their fe£t or party. 

The British Critic corps of Reviewers, flirewdly 
fufpeft the Satirijl to be no Etonian, as he profefles, from 
the obvious impolicy of narrowing the field of curious 
enquiry, which may lead to his being unkennelled; and 
alfo, f;om a few internal marks in his compofition, 
known only to/Adepts bred in that School. Nor is it 

likely, 
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likely* that he is of Wejlminfler, or he would not venturrf 
to tell tales out of fchool on the Reverend Mr. Nares, 
conduflor of the Briti/b Critic, or develope his " folemn 
irony" on the Old Eton fchool-boys Greek exercifes.— 
Though ^home-bred myfelfj I am inclined to fufpeft, from 
the keennefs, pungency, and home dire&ion of his (hafts, 
that he is rather of " /ftirr9w"-fchool. And I am alfo 
inclined to fufpedl* that he has more than one Jaciall, 
or Literary purveyor — from the great variety and minute- 
nefs of his Anecdotes, although the accuracy of fome 
has been queftioned, and the propriety of others! 
cenfured. 

. It is plain, from his Strictures on the Hierarchy , thai 
he is no Ecclefiaftic, but a Layman, indeed — and per- 
haps he had better have fpared Bryant's jeft on the Order, j , 
(p. 52) as neither creditable to that veteran in Literature, 
nor calculated to uphold that Eftablifhment, for which 
he exprefles fuch veneration himfelf. 

As a Citizen of the World, I can by no means 
accede to that refle&ion, even in reviewing the Traitor* 
ous Paftoral Epiftle of a Titular Iri/b Bi (hop— Prefixing 
the comment to the text — <c in the natural corfufton of 
ideas in his country* 9 Is this liberal, or is it juft ? — 
For however admiflible Perfonality may be in Legiti- 
mate Satire, and even requifite in the inftances of 
Huftyt Geddes and Lewis ; yet Proftjfional Reflexions, 

B 2 of 
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or National cenfures, are rightly excluded, as no left un- 
founded than illiberal. The Satirift, himfelf, feels a- 
generous indignation, when Heyne, a German Profeflbiv 
" infults wr Englifh Universities and Public Schools in 
his writings." Hie cenfure in the prefent cafe, involves 
tiro names, whom he fo much admire*-— IforJ* and 
Sheridan — and perhaps an Irijbman, who is no friend 
to Huffey, nor his firebrand of Rebellion, has dete&edi 
fomc " Confufion of ideas" in a certain Critique or 
a PauPs cloak^ or rather his cc Bool-cafe." 

" The Satirift's fhort feleftion of books alfo in divinity 
for Private Laymen % (whofe fliortnefs is no fmall re- 
commendation) and their order of arrangement, do not 
command my unqualified approbation, as a Divine by 
profejfton : rather indicating €€ zeal not according U 
knowledge." — Some of the lift are in my mind, ineligible, 
as elementary boqjcs, however ufeful they may be to more 
inftru&ed readers. The province of Liberal Education > 
is indeed one of the very firft magnitude and importance, 
but one of the mod difficult ; it is that grand National con* 
cern, the importance of which the Satirift has fo ftrongly 
exprefled, in the mottos prefixed to thefeTranJlations % and 
illuftrated throughout his work : but it is one, which will 
require the joint attention of State/men, Pbilofopbers and 
Divines, to regulate. And perhaps on more careful re- 
vifion and fcrutiny of their fundamental principles, however 

learned 
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learned or ingenious the fuperftru&ures, he will find 
abundant caufe to retra& his unconditional approbation^ 
and unqualified recommendation of

The reafons upon which this aflertion is founded — 
(neither haftily nor unadvifedly) cannot be adduced here — 
they are too prolix and abftrufe, for a Popular work, as 
this is meant to be ; but they are dated at length, in a 
Trafl:, now ready for the prefs,-entitled an Essay on 
Liberal Education, and Standard Books — 
where the merits of thefe Authors are more fully appre- 
ciated 5 whofe general merits and ufeful fervices to the 
caufe of Sacred Literature, no one will more readily or 
chearfully acknowledge, than their Irifh Reviewer ; and 
fome Structures are infer ted on the Divinity and Philofophy 
of thofe favourite Claffics, Horace, Virgil, and 
Cicero.

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In that EJfay, I have ventured to furnifh in the fecond 
part, a feleft Apparatus of Standard Booh, adapted to 
different claffes of readers, from the lead to the mod 
learned-* from merely Englijb to Oriental ftudents — 
the flow refult of long experience intraverfing the ar- 
duous and anxious walks of Academic Lore, and of 
much rumination fmce my retirement, and application to 
mod of the branchea conne&ed with Sacred Literature 

The firft lift for Englijb readers, (which I have pre* 
fumed to offer as an improvement of the Satirift's) I will 
now fubmit as a fpecimen 5 for the reafons on which it is 
founded, referring to the EJfay itfelf ; fliould the friends 
of Literature, in this Country or in Great Britain, 
encourage its publication, by a favourable reception of 
this mofl important branch of the Second Thoughts, 
to which they chiefly owed their rife, when the Eflay on 
Liberal Education, grew too large and unwieldy for in- 
fer tion.

But what might il feem eafy" to a Newton, will often 
appear difficult to his readers ; and the Satirift's analyftt 
would neither have been adjudged neediefs, fuperfluous nor 
prefumptuous by the beft informed. Newton's fecond 
apology, is the only one admiffible, either for Himfelf, or 
for the Satirift— " the wajle of time, *\ — that precious time, 
better employed by fuch fagacious and experimental Philo- 
fophers, in the investigation of important and momentous 
Truths ; and the detection of delufive and fafcinating 
Errors : by which si the underftanding and affe&ions^ may 
either be enlightened, invigorated, elevated and ennobled, 
on the one hand ; or bewildered, darkened, enervated and 
degraded," on the other. Such keen fportfmen in Litera- 
ture, often " unkennel," or enlarge noble game for their 
followers, which they cannot brook to hunt down them- 
felves.

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Such mqftet -builders in the Sciences, were Newton, 
with Cotes, Pemberton, Maclaurin, Simpson,

on the Continent — Thofe grand promoters of Science to 
the nobleft of all purpofes, the glory of God s and the good 
of mankind.

In this Analyfis, (drawn up in the form of an Index , 
for the eafe of confulting) I have taken the fame liberty as 
in the Tranjlations, of expanding ; having formerly, gone 
over fome part of the Author's ground, myfelf, alone ; 
(and now with more alacrity, in fuch good company) and 
perhaps penetrated fince, into fome abftrufe and unfre- 
quented paths, that lay out of his unprofejftonal line. And 
for Ireland, my Native Country — this is more requifite, 
than in that land of widely diffufed Literature, for 
which he primarily wrote — where the firjl CharaBers 
throughout the world, are familiarly known. I have 
therefore fubjoined occafionally fliort notes and illitftra* 
tions, to the moft remarkable or moft notorious — Voltaire* 
UAIembert, Mirabeau, Peter Pindar, Thomas Paine, &c. 
againft whom my countrymen require to be warned ; and 

fome 
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fome jioble and beautiful fentiments from Milton, Drydev, 
Mafon, Barruel, Robifon, &c. and even from Peter Pindar, 
*9 from Robefpierre: wifhing to extra£fc antidotes itoXXK 
poifons 5 and to difpatch Vice with her own weapons. 

At firft I intended to have analyzed the Dfakgyes M*d 
Tranjlations together ; and to have given a joint Index for 
both. But upon fecond thoughts, I adopted the mode of 
giving them feparately ; in order that the inquifitive reader 
might have a bill of fare for the fecond courfi, by its felf, 
as well as for the firft. The trouble, however, of com- 
bining them, will not be great to any future Commentator 
— nor even Index-maker. 

Amidft all the playfulnefs of wit, and the pungency of 
local fatire, on Shake/peare's black-letter dGgs,-*-Gray's old 
Eton School-boy s,-~Gillaroo Fronts,- HeadUfs Snails and 
Virgin Rabbits, hoUpreJfed Editions, &c. it is eafy to 
defcry the benevolent and patriotic intention of the 
Satirist.— Which is, in a literary age and country 
luxurioufly indolent, to turn Learning and Genius back 
again, from the fantaftical and frivolous purfuits of 
modijh Literature, to thofe folid, and manly, and rational, 
and fublime ftudies of Sacred an<\ Scientific Literature, for 
whi/ch England was fo renowned, in the golden days 
of Barrow, Newton, Halley, Clarke, Butler x f)erham, 
Hales, &c. all i Halley excepted, whom Newton defcribed 
as the moft " credulous Infidel? he ever m$t) great 

C 2 -Divines, 
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• Divines % as well as eminent Mathematicians and Philofo- 
phers.— And to the decline of Sacred Pbilofophy on the 
Newtonian principles, may we attribute much of the 
prevailing Hypothefes and Reveries, or fanciful fyftems in 
Metaphyftcs, Politics, Ethics and Theology— fapping the 
folid foundations of Reafon and Revelation. 

' And it is only by the ftudy, co-operation, and united 
efforts, of " Scholars ripe and good," — that the Hydra 
of Irreligion, Immorality and Anarchy y can be repulfed 
and crufhed,— vindicating the Conftitution of Human Nature % 
and of Civil and Eccleftajiical Polity.

But to the accuracy of the obfervations of Timoebares, as well 
as his, the experience of two thmfand years fince, has borne the 
fulleft evidence — the preceffion from Tim ochares to Hipparchus 
being at the rate of one degree in 75 years, which the niceft obfer- 
vations and the bell inftruments of the prefent Age, have ejlablijhed 
at 72 years ! So flight a variation is altogether aftoniihjng.

confiderably. That, is the produdidn of the Sa- 
tirift's bofom friend — his " other fc/f" — who has 
generoufly ftepped forth " as the Apologift and 
Defender of the principles, the juftice, the feverity, 
and the compofition of the Poem, and Notes on the 
Purfuits of Literature :" — " whofe bufinefs it has 
been, not to 'produce what is excellent in the workj 
but to fhew the futility and falfehood of the objec- 
tions to it:" " to undeceive feme perfons who 

may fuffer themfelves to be milled by fuperficiai 
and malevolent writers and obfervers, when they 
have a fpecious appearance/' — And this friendly 
tafk he has executed in the Satiri/i's bed manner : 
— evincing fymptoms of the ftri&eft and mod indif- 
folubie intimacy. 

This, on the other hand, is the attempt of a re- 
mote and Calm Obferver, — u fmit with the love of

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the P. L. but by no means blind to its blemiffres. And 
who therefore, as a Translator and Commentator, has 
endeavoured to bring forward the former in the 
faired light ; and as a Critical Reviewer to " touch 
with the tip of his rod" the latter ; * which may 
principally be traced, to the luxuriance of a vigo- 
rous Fancy, (fometimes requiring to be " pruned" 
even by * c the browzing Ass") — and the honeft 
effufions of an eloquent " mouth /peaking from the 
fullnefs" " of a virtuous and indignant Heart" — 
but with n a zeal not always according to know- 
ledge." — Witnefs " the ferious inconvenience" re- 
fulting to the learned Orientnlid Maurice, from the 
Satirid's well-intended; but unadvifed report, of his 
" promotion to the honourable Station of Hijtorio- 
grapher to the Sa/i India Company, with a Salary 
not inadequate" — Whofe long continued druggies, 
in the mod arduous and abdrufe paths of Lite- 
rature — " to dig the Oriental mine, and elabo- 
rate the Golden Ore" from amidd the rubbifli and 
drofs of Patriarchal Tradition ; deviating dill more 
widely in the lapfe of Ages, from the Scripture 
of Truth, but dill marking its original defcent 
therefrom — judly entitle him, not only to patron- 
age, in order to carry on " the technical part of 
his work" — but alfo, to that " honourable retirement 
in his declining age" which fo many profound 
Scholars, have fought, but fo few, alas ! ever at- 
tained :

Even Plotinus himfelf, did not comprehend the 
myfterious fubjeft ; in all the pompous obfcurity of 
Platom/m, in all the pride of Heathen Philofophy, 
arrogantly mifreprefenting the nature of the Deity 
and the Human Mind, as one and the fame :~ • 
confounding Cause and Effeft. How much more 
modeflly and philofophically has a wifer than Plo- 
tinus, Solomon, ftated this diftin&ion, on the repara- 
tion of the foul and body at death ?

* N. B. Logicians diftinguifti between Comprebenfion and Simple 
Apprehenfion.\ the former " grafping" as it were, a whole fubject, 
and acquiring full and profound information ; the latter "catching 
at" it, and only attaining luperficial or partial knowledge. 
. That Comprebenfion does not fall to the lot of mortals, refpect- 
ing the Nature and Attributes of the Deity, we learn exprefsly 
from Scripture: John i. 5.— >K.ai m <j>«c ev t» o-kvtm <pttmi, %ai n o-koti* 
avro u jutTB\a0tv. — "And the light is mining in the Du/k\ but 
the Dufk comprehended it not.— i. e.

Motion for " Conciliating" Treafon and Rebellion ;— by lenient 
meafures : 

" I know of no word more frequently in ufe than the 

Constitution; nor of any, which is fo often abufed:- — A 
Government fprings from it which affords equal protection to alt 
his Majefty's fubjects, in their characters, their lives, their liberties > 
[civil and religious] and their property"— 

" I take it to be a vital principle of the Constitution* that 
the Church and State are intimately and infeparably united ; 
clinging bath to the other for fupport.'*— " The Altar is the 
main pillar of the Throne." — 

N. B. A Religious EJlabliJhmeht is not Religion herlelf, — as 
they are too often confounded, by over- zealous Churchmen, or held 
at variance by difaffecledandfanaticalDj^p«frrjj — but when properly 
regulated and conducted, the beft human means of inculcating and 
preferring the vital Jpirit of Religion in any civilized country. — 
Even its abufe is lefs ruinous than its abolition, as France can 
now teftify by woeful experience. But on the other hand, Is the 
mcafure of two Religious Eftablifhments, in one Country, dictated 
by found policy ?— Government mould ejtablijh but one ; — that, 
" which is bejlfuited to the Conjlitution of the Government" — in the 
liberal eulogy of William III. on the Church of England— 
whilft they mould freely and fully tolerate all .other Sects, whofe 
principles are not bofiile to the State ; previoufly requiring from 
them an unequivocal and fatisfa&ory difavowal of imputed prin- 
ciples :— if the imputation be falfe, they may without fcruple, 
give-the required fatisfaction ; if true, it (hould be infilled, as a 
fine qua ; for furely it is folly in the extreme, to grant political 
fewer to any clafs of fubjecls, (more efpecially if they be nume- 
rous) without requiring the beft. Political Security \&& cast be had 
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in fupport of that Country or Constitution, 
which in the glowing language of that haplefs 
Patriot Cicero— omnes omnium charitates complex 
titur — " comprehends all the charities of all hex 
Citizens" — whence the concife maxim of Chrif- 
tianity — " Love the Brotherhood" — fo admi- 
rebly explained by our' Lord — " Greater love hath 
no one than this— to Jay down one's life for his 
friends" — and a fortiori — for his Country. And 
this was the di&ate of the Patriarchal Philofophy 
and Religion — Abraham the Father of the Faithful \ 
and by the mod aqguft of all titles, " the friend 
of Gop" fignalfced hk valour and his policy by 
purfuing and furprifing and defeating a powerful 
combined army of invaders, in order to refcue his 
Nephew Lot, who had been carried into captivity— 
And received a folemn blefling for his Heroifm 
and Generofity, from Melchi%ede% > king of Salem 
and Prieft of the most High God.— —The coura- 
geous Patriotifm of the Siluftrious Governor of^ 
Judea, Nehemiah 9 was confpicuous— r-who animated 
his people when haraffed in tfce work of rebuilding 
the walls of Jerufalem, by the neighbouring Arabian 
and Samaritan States—" to fight for their brethren^ 
their fons, and their daughters, their wives and their 
boufes" — both their private manfions and the House

againft its abufe — againft its being turned againft the donors 
themfelves. — See P. L. Translations. P. a68. Dub, — where 
I have humbly fubmitted, fome " material articles" of Faith 
and Difciplinc, to the confederation, of " all whom they may con- 
cern" (May, 1799.) See the next note, " on the Irish Reli- 
gion" {;)and Paley'8 crude, inconfijlent, antifcripktrd and anti- 
conflltutionot, Chapter, "of Religious Establishments and 
of Toleration" in that work of various merits and deitoerits.-^ 
It is Moral and Political Philosophy . . 
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of the Lord. And furely Codrus of Athens, 

Leonidas of Sparta, Curtius and the Decii of Rome, 
were Heroes and Patriots of this description— who 
nobly devoted their Lives in their Country's caufe : 
— -whofe fame will never be forgotten, fo long as 
Literature fubfifts. 

And it is truly remarkable — that the Aufterity 
of John the Baptifi, did Jiot profcribe the military 
profeffion, but only prohibited violence and extor- 
tion, in the e^ercife thereof. — And two of the moft 
finiflied Characters in the New Te/iament—vftr^ 
Roman Centurions : — the former of whom extorted 
the admiration of our Lord himfelf — for the fub- 
lime conceptions he entertained of his divine power ; 
— " Verily I have not found fo great Faith, no not 
in Ifrael /"—And the tetters—Cornelius, — was the 
glorious jirfi fruits of the grant of " the Gifts of 
the Spirit, to the Gentiles Mo." — But neither of thefe 
two pious Soldiers of the Patriarchal Church, ap- 
pear to have relinquifhed their profeffion after they 
became Chriflians ; and it is no where commanded 
in the Gofpel. 

This may fuffice for the new divinity and mora- 
lity of a Soame Jenyns, inadvertently adopted by a 
Paley in that meritorious work in moft refpe&s — His 
View of the Evidences of Christianity — ex- 
cluding Patriotifm and Valour from the lift of Chrifiian 
Virtues — and the " non-refifling" precepts of Purita- 
nical Teachers at the prefent Convulfive Seafon; 
(like Sieyes) moft charitably recommending " univer- 
fal forbearance" from War and Strife — againft the 
impipus and V Syftematic Deftroyers of the Human 
Race"~by their Arts ftill more than their Arms : 
fliedding Crocodile tears, over the calamities of " a 
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jujt and nueffary war/' with the Difturbers of the 
whole Earth ; while, by a glaring inconfiftency, 
not unufual among " rational Chriftians" of the ' 
" New Light" or Illuminifm, none are more ftre- 
nuous to paralyze the movements of that admi- 
rable Machine of found and practicable Government, 
in Church and State, which is the Boaft, and under 
Providence, the Security of Great Britain j 
fanatically decrying " loyal obedience" to the Kino* 
and attachment to the Constitution of iheir 
Country, and traitoroufly recommending " pa/five 
obedience" — " even unto death" — to an inveterate 
and exterminating foe. — " Foe to God and Man" 
At whom " the Decii, both.Father and Son," would 
have fpurned with contempt and abhorrence ; who 
nobly devoted their lives, in their country's battles ; 
and who therefore are juftly ftiled— •" Souls purified 
by battles" — for " right dear in the fight of the 
Lord of Hosts — " the God of Battles" — is the 
blood of His Saints" — fhed in a righteous caufe— 
whether they be Gentiles or Jews, Turks or Chrif 
tians* — For " God is no refpefter of Perfons" 
Such are the Diftates of Common Senfe and 
of Catholic Religion alfo. And this conftru&ion is 
ftri&ly grammatical ; for luftralis, by a ufual lati- 
tude, is pu^ for lujiratus. r l hus, Lufiratus Exercitus 
— >" a purified army"— -in Cicero^ is plainly corre- 
fpondent to Lujlrale Solenne Exercitus — " a folemn. 
purification of the Army" in Tacitus — Lufirale^ for 
Lufiratio.

have " any more*' to fpare, they will not foil to be- 
ftow — (Let them cancel this petty correction, if they 
dare)— has given me an opportunity in the prefent 
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ftage of the momentous Queftion of Union ; (May, 
1799) of dete&ing fome mi/takes of the Satirist — 
I will not call them mifreprefentations — becaufe I am 
perfuaded He is a man of Honour and Veracity, and 
what is more, of Religion too,— refpe&ing Mr, Pitt's 
want of Economy. 

On the contrary I find, with no lefs furprife than 
pleafure, from Mr. Rofe's luminous and comfortable 
ftatement of the amazing increafe oiBritifh Revenue, 
Commerce and Manufactures, from 1792 to 1799 — 
and alfo from the publications of Lord Auckland, 
Lord Sheffield, Mr. Dundas, Mr. Peek, &c. fupport- 
ing his documents — that there never was fo frugal, 
farjimonious, and if poffible, niggardly a Financier 
and Prime Minister, as Mr. Pitt— who by his 
fteady and inflexible application of that facred de- 
pofit— the Sinking Fund — to the liquidating the 
funded National Debt, in 1793, has already dif- 
charged upwards of Forty-two Millions of that 
Debt ; and that the whole capital is in a progrefs of 
being paid o£F or compleatly redeemed, about A. D. 
1842, as will be fhewn more fully in the fequel of 
this Miscellany, under the article of Matchless 
Monarchy. 

2. Mr. Pitt, by his curious fyftem of checks and 
counterchecks in the collection of the public revenues, 
and its plainnefs and fimplicity, rendering the public 
accounts intelligible to a Merchant's Clerk, and a 
moderate Arithmetician, has cut up peculation, or 
embezzlement of the public treafure by the roots ; 
and recovered unaccounted Millions from public de- 
faulters, infomuch that the lojfes in colle&ing the 

E Public 
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Public Revenue have not amounted to more than 
900I. in the whole, during flme years paji. And this 
defalcation has been chiefly owing to letter carriers. 

3. He has taken care that the taw, granted 
with fo much chearfulnefs and liberality by the 
Nation, have not only been brought into the public 
Treafury at the lead poffible charge ; but with the 
appointment of as few officers as the nature of cir- 
cumftances would admit : infomuch that the charge 
of collection on the duties in the feveral depart- 
ments diCuJioms, Excife % Stamps, Taxes * Pojl Office,&c 
amounts only to 3176L which is about TT Ve- 
per cent, on 7,682,0001. or about ten-pence in the 
hundred Pounds fterling ! ! ! while, by the abolition 
of abfolute^/fotf-^r* places, there are how j^yperfons 
fewer employed for the management of a Revenue 

of Twelve Millions a year, than there were in 1786, 
for Six Millions, when the prefent Minifter came 
into office ! ! ! 

4. And fo great has been the national confidence 
in the Economy of Mr. Pitt, that the unexampled 
expedient of a Tax upon Income », grounded on the 
Triple AJfeJfment, was chearfully fubmitted to, and 
followed by a Voluntary Contribution, amounting 
(with the AJfeffment) to fomewhat more than Six 
Millions, in the laft year, 1798, in order to make 
good a deficiency in the War Charge, raifed within 
the year : — When, the Free-gift of onb Englifli Manu- 

: fa&urer, and Senator, Robert Peele, Efq. of Bury, 
LancaJhire,Vf\ib& iingle Subfcription of 10,000!. in 

fcne 
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one payment at the Bank of -England — (thus ex- 
alting the jNi/ww/ chara&er)— comes within, a trifle 
to the full amount of the voluntary Contributions of 
the whole French Nation, (273,607. liyresj to de- 
fray the expqnces of the armament .fitted out in 
1797 and 1798, for the Jnvafion of England; ma- 
nifefting either little zeal for the caufe, .little con- 

, fidence in the Executive Pire&ory, or much poverty 
throughout France. 

Mr. Pitt may indeed,, with confciqus pride, moil 
juftiy retort~froxn the unexampled exertions of 2*11 

' rapks and orders . pouring into the Treafury of 
England, their free r will . offerings — (from ^ the 
oblation of the Prince, ,to the Widow's mite)-—xt* 

t pofmg the moft unbounded confidence on the inte- 
grity and. economy of this mighty Minister and 

MATCHLESS FINANCIER I " MAGNUM; EST VECTI- 

gal Parsjmqnia !" — The inexbatj/iible. JPurk pf 
Great Britain, is at his fole command. 

5. Whatever m&y be the frailties of this highly- 
exalted Perfonage, difcoverable by the keen eye 
of the Satiri/t, or noticed by the " warning voice!" 
of the Moralift, dreading the potency of his ex- 
ample, to countenance an abfurd, Gothic, Anti- 
chrifiian ordeal, though fajhionable mode of redrefs 
— furely Satire herfelf, muft confefs, and even 
Virtue allow, that they are loft in the meridian 
. blaze of his glory : 

E % . " The 
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" Th' applaufe of lift'ning Senates to command, 

The threats of pain and ruin to defpife, 
To fcatter plenty o'er a fmiling Land, 

And read bis Hiftorj in a Nation's eyes; 
His Lot was caft/* 

Great are the Talents entrufted to this Heaven- 
born Minister, raifed up at this crifis, in kindnefs 
to Great Britain, in mercy to the worlds by the 
God of Order ; to be the glory of his people, and 
the refuge of the Nations. But moft awful his 
refponfibility — To the King of Kings and Lord 
of Lords : — Formed, " with Atlantean Shoulders, 
fit to bear the weight of Migbtiejl Monarchies" 
— " Be not High-minded but fear." 
If, to be early honoured with a Station, that 
afforded the fulleft and freed fcope to the fineft 

Talents and the nobleji Virtues, on the grandejl ob- 
jects that can engage and engrofs the human mind, 

be happinefs of the firft rate; — furely William 

Pitt, is the Happiest of Mortals! — And this 

praife, the Satirifl alfo beftows :

6. There is, however, one Article of animad- 
ver/ion, in which the caufe Qf Truth and My 
Country relu&antly compels me to join : I mean 
the hazardous cohceffion of what Mr. Grattan mif- 
named, Roman Catholic Emancipation in 
Ireland, granted in the year 1793. — " A meafure, 
to my apprehenfion, (fays the Satirifl:)/**// of danger : 
It is at one Jlroke, to alter the fundamental Law, and 

Conjlitution 
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Cmftitution of the Country" And this apprehenfion 
has been abundantly verified, by the bitter fruits 
of Tumult, Infurreftion, Rebellion and War, fince. 

The throwing open the Elective Franchife in any 
State , to the Mafs of the People— transferring to 
them, in fa&, political power ', and the reins of 
Government, which they are utterly unqualified. to 
maqage — is a meafure, big with ruin. And to the 
enlargement of the privilege of Roman Citizen/hip, 
to the people of all It#ly, in the /octal War ; the (age 
Montefquieu attributes the principal caufe of the 
downfal of Rome. 

And how was it poffible for the eloquent advo- 
cate of this meafure— Edmund Burke—" a man of 
fplendid, but not folid Talents," to, perfuade a 
Britijh Adminiftration — " That the only method of 
retaining Ireland in obedience to the British 
Crown, and maintaining the Connexion between the 
two Countries 7 was the ejlablifhment ^ Popery in 
Ireland: -^w//Ztf irrbconcileable difference 
of the qjlablijhed religion of the Inhabitants 0/ the two 
Nations, would be the indissoluble Cement 0/ 
Peace and Union between them ! ! /"

For his concurrence in, if not his in/or cement, of 
this egregious Political Soled/m*— no well-informed 
and patriotic Irijhman, no profound Britijh Statef- 
man, (Lord Sheffield, &c. &c.) " will call him

And greatly do I regret, that one of that noble 
Triumvirate of Irish Patriots, whofe praifel 

cleberated, 
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celebrated, in the beginning of thiifc work— who, 
among many Seceders, wis mojt faithful foattd 
in 1793 ; fteadily refilling the minifterial mandate; 
and undauntedly upholding the Parliamentary Con- 
futation of his Country, againft Democratic Rd^e ; 
fhould differ from fo many great and enlightened 
Statefmen as have already difcuffed the imperial 
jnea'fure of Union; and in 1799, contend for tlife 
ftabiliiy of that Conftitution in ijS 2-^fucb as it was 
•—which was virtually overturned in 1793 • althoiijgh 
the mifchievous effefts of that alteration of the 
Eleftive Franchife, have not yet come to maturity. 
With the higheft gratitude, for his eminent ferpices 
to his Country heretofore, I reludantly retraft the 
praife of" confifiency" which I formerly beftowed ; 
and to which I then thought him molt juftly- en- 
titled ; as I refpett myfelf as I wifh to be confidered 
a conjifient Hifiprian throughout — who will <c tell 
the truth" — " the whole truth," and " nothing but 
the truth" — So help me God. 

The grand Imperial meafiire of Union, to which 
I have now adverted, is too momentous and pro- 
found, for curfory notice, in this place. — I have 
ftudioufly avoided it hitherto— until I fhould be fur- 
hifhed with Data, to found art opinioii on. — And 
(hall only obferye; at prefent, that I hefitated % until 
I read Lord Lansdqwne'* ; but the Speaker's 
Speech again/l, compleatly decided my opinion, m 
favour of the meafure. 

At a " more convenient feafon I may, perhaps, 
communicate to the public, the refult of no fhort 
ppr flight Researches thereinto (now wifhing merely 
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to turn the fcale, during xhtfujpenjton of the Public 
mind, already verging, I perceive, and gladly* to- 
wards th^t Salutary meafure:; — as far as my puny\ 
judgment may avail. But the fcanty limits of this 
article, ("which perhaps is already too much crowded, 
with heterogeneous, though not, I trull, irrelevant 
matter) reluctantly compels me to relinquifli an in- 
tricate difcuffion of a myfterious Tubje£t which' T 
mean to refurae in the Matchless Monarchy/ 



Having now, I truft, fufficiently Jhriven myfelf 
for all the involuntary errors of any moment, I have 
hitherto, on companion, been able to dete& j I am 
warranted furely to notice a few that have crept into 
the authorifed Tranflation ; in juffice to the mighty 
fcades of " Prophets old/' — and alfo to the departed 
fpirit of our illuftrious Satiri/l— whofe literary death, 
I learnt, with much regret, from " bis other felf :" 
for I am ambitious to deferve his approbation,—* 
when we meet. 

i. In the motto prefixed to the title page of P. L. 
•— tik &*«*««$ «?»«, is rendered by my Compeer,*— 
u worthy of the kingdom, (which you [ye] uphold)" 
meaning, I prefume, the Roman Emperors Antoninus 
and Commodus. And perhaps the original, (to which 
I have not accefs) may warrant it from the context ; 
from the paflage, as it ftands, however, and from 
the occafiori, I am inclined to prefer my own Tranf- 
lation: " worthy of the kingdom [ov Heaven]— 
here exprefled abfolutely, *«t 't£ox» or " by way of 



eminence," 
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eminence/' as in numberlefs pafiages of the New 
Tejiamentj (Tee Matt. 4, 23. Luke, 12, 3$.-— 
Jam. 2, 5, &cj and of the earlieft Chriftian 
apologi/ls ; of whom Atbenagoras, the Athenian Phi- 
lofopher and Convert, was one of the moft refpeft- 
able. And the grandeur of the climax, feems to 
require it : the Chriftian orator, now pleading for 
toleration of the Chriftian Religion, which had then 
overfpread the empire, before thefe intolerant Heathen 
Pbilofophers and Emperors addrefled them, by the 
moft powerful motives, of good nature ^ humanity ^ 
and religion. — And furely the predicate at leaft, or 
concluding Inember of the exordium,-^*?™* **** aoyos? 
MrtffwsTY, is but tamely rendered " be favourable to 
this work" which more literally and appropriately 
fignifies, " give a nod of approbation to thefe dif- 
courfes"— or, " deign to lijten" thereto. 

2. In that glowing defcription of the frightful 
infenfibility of inveterate vice, by the fevered Satirift, 
{next to the Sacred) that ever wrote perhaps. Perjivs. 
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*' Stupet hie vitio, &c. 

Nefcit quid perdat — is rendered— -*' He has no- 
thing to Iqfe" But the literal tranflation — " He 
knows not what he lofes" — /'. e. the immenfity of 
his lofs in deferring Virtue, is clearly the Satirift's 
meaning ; as well noticed by Brewfter y (who has 

given 
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given the beft poetical par aphrafe, perhaps extant of 
any ancient claffic ; except Milton and Gray, in 
their occaiional tranflations and imitations) 

" But he to pardon pleads fome poor pretence ; 
" His want of Virtue fprings from want offenfe; 99 
Groft fat involves each fibre of * his heart ; 
Grows o'er the whole, and deadens every part. 
Gtdltlefs he, wretch, who blind to wisdom's charms. 
Knows not her beauties, while he flies her arms: 
Immerfed fo deeply in a fea of Vice, 
Jfo bubble fpeaks an effort for bis rife" 

And this is confirmed beyond a doubt ; by the 
fequel:— the flings of remorfe in the awakened 
(inner :

-i—Summa rurfum non bullit in unda — is alfo in- 
accurately rendered — " He cannot rife, even to 
bubble on the furface of the Jlream" — the poet's 
imagery, (as Brewjler accurately expreffes) being 
takejn from " the fea of vice" or rather " thegulph 
of perdition" 

3. In Juvenal's humorous defcription of the gorged 
epicure, difch^rging his ftomach, to make room for 
frejh dainties :

" the Trout? which was the fubje&of oftrSatirift's 
pleafantry : — an Irifb trait for a Britijb treat.

— I dare not render, with this Britifh 
Tranflator, \arp*»r*i*r> ■ * ' a phyfician of confummate 
flrill/' — as deferiptive of an Engli/h JS^p— Atter* 
kuRY ; (who, I never heard at leaft, in my fe- 
queflered fituation, was bred to phyjic, like Secker) 
But the literal rendering is elegantly applicable to 
the healing difceurfes of a Phyfician of the Soul ; 
and might, perhaps, have been meant by theSatirift, 
to glance at his Claffical Differtation on the lapis 
of Virgil, or Antonius Mufa 9 the favourite phyfician 
of Auguftus.

5. In the Apoftte James** cetebfMed defcT iption of 
that unruly member, the tongue, fhrewdly applied to 
Mr. Fox's ; the Britijh tranflatot has introduced that 
claufe omitted by the Satirift* V«*^ *»«***«*, and;

" a world of iniquity"— *but it Ihould be rendered,,

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refitted and even mocked the proffered lenity «n& for- 
bearance of a mojl gracious Govermnest, tnore lhan jw£ 
tifies the revival of meafures for « putting down Rebel- 
lion? ftiH more prompt and efficacious! than thofe that 
were fufpended, through a clemency " not according unto 
knowledge? There is a principle of mercy in every noble 
minded breaft, that foftens the rigour of juftice— and a 
commendable reluftante to believe ill of their fpecies. 
But it may be Carried to a ruinous extreme.— And it was 
obferved by Mr. Burle, very early in the French revolu- 
tion, tliat " nothing bad contributed more to the ruin of the 
King, and the Nobility, than that difpofition to believe in 
the pojjibility of a returning fentiment of humanity or remorfe 
in the minds of their perfecutors" — When, to compleat the 
calamity, the old Government of France^ was bafely betrayed 
to its ruin, by the armies on whofe loyalty it fondly and fe+ 
curely relied 9 — —and who foon afterwards, when repen- 
tance was too late for redrefs, wept their treachery in 
tears of blood. Haw' glorioufly, have Britijh and Irifb 
Soldiers been, true to their King and Country ! And to 
what has the prcfent ftrange and difgraceful degradation* 
of the Continental .governments who have been fcourged 
by France^ been owing ? Principally to " the criminal 
lajfttude, effeminacy and inattention of thofe feveral Govern- 
tnenisy to watch /the early progrtfs of Rebellion, +nd.Uobe& 
it in its firft principles i"

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Such alfo was Ac leading caufc of the overthrow of 
ancient Rome, — thus admirably defcribed by that great 
Orator and Patriot, who was crufhed by the rujns of that 
Conflitution^ which he vainly drove to uphold, againft

He ordered her to inftant death : and when 
(he was brought on the fcafFold, as he ftood at the win- 
dow, he cried out to the executioner " attendez un in- 
fant,"— .(wait a moment) and ordered her to be expofed 
naked to the ivaift, for a few minutes, before her head 
was fevered from her body ! ! !"

burnt along with the Capitol, in the Social war. 

The ancient prophecies were attributed to tfie Sityl— or wan* 
dering " Prieftefs of the Sun and Moon? — PbdM Tfhtutgut 
facer dos — originally from Babylon, who fettled at Ery three, near 
Troy, and was called Cajfandra ; and after its deftru&ion 
(which (he predicted in vain) was fuppofed to have removed to 
Cutne, in Italy, and to have lived there for feveral ages. The 
Babyluvin origin of the moft ancient Sybil (who might have 
been acquainted with the prophecies of Balaam refpe&ing the 
MeJJiah, or Cbriji) will naturally account for their ftriking refem- 
blance to holy writ.

Goddefs of Liberty with her cap on a fpear, with the 
fuperfcription Union et Force.— And not long before 
the invafion of Killala— the younger' traitor Tone 9 who 
was taken prifoner after the battle of Ballynamuck> (Sep- 
tember 8th, 1798,) mentioned, that he had been prefent 
at a grand Fete to Cires, celebrated in the Champs Elyfees 
at Paris j where the ftatue of the Goddefs was crowned 
with ears of Corn, and votive offerings of Corn, fruits, &c. 
' made 
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fnade to her divinity. And the deification of the manet 

of Voltaire, Rouffeau* Marat, &c. compleats this tre- 
mendous apoflacy of the rulers of France. In confequence 
of .which) 

2. , The Churches have been defecrated, and rebaptized 
to the heathen virtues— -their plate, melted down into 
money, their bells into cannon, and their bibles and mijjals 
converted into wrappers for ball cartridges, and by a cir- 
cumftance truly Angular — one of thefe, taken at the battle 
of Ballynamuck, (i. e. /wines- town) was wrapped in a 
folio leaf of the Romijb miffal or mafs book, p. xi. contain- 
ing " the fervice of mofl of the martyrs" (commune pluri* 
morum martyrum) in which, among other texts of Scrip- 
ture, was that moft remarkable and awful prophecy before 
mentioned Luke, 21, 9. Cum audieritis praelia & fedi- 
tionesi &c. And 

3, To crown the full meafure of their impiety, their 
ftcrilegious hands have violated the hallowed manfions of 
the dead, arid ftript their nobleft anceflors of their lead 
coffins, to procure ammunition :

And the following gloomy pidure of the (late of the 
public mind in France, refpe&ing Religion, is fketched 
by an aHe hand— the unprincipled and machiavelian tray- 
tor**-Jobn Hurford Stone — in his intercepted corrgfpofi- 
dence with Do&or Priejlley in America. 

"If 
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(c If there is any thing which meets with difcourage- 
ment from Government in this Country, that relates to

The prevailing principle at prefent among the French

cc Leaving this City, to afcend the Nile, you crofs a 
defart bare as my hand ; where every three or four leagues, 
you find a paltry well of brackifh water. Imagine to 
yourfelf the filiation of an army obliged to pafs thefe 
arid plains, which do not afford the flighted (belter 
againft the intolerable heat which prevails there !— The 
Soldier , loaded with provifions, finds himfelf, before he has 
marched an hour, overcome by the heat, and the weight 
of what he carries, and throws away every thing that 
adds to his fatigue, without thinking of to-morrow. Thirfl 
attacks him ! he has not a drop of water ; Hunger ! he 
has not a bit of bread. It was thus, that amidft the 
horrors which this faithful piclure prefents, we beheld 
feveral of the Soldiers die of thirft, of hunger and of heat\ 
others, feeing the fufferings of their comrades, blew out 

their 
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their nun brains ; others threw them/elves, loaded as tbcy 
wer$ into the Nile, and perifhed in the water." 

" Every day of our march renewed thefe dreadful 
fcenes. And what was never heard of before — what will 
dagger all belief — the army during a march of feventeen 
days, never tajied bread! the Soldiers lived during the 
whole of this time, on gourds, melons, poultry, and fuch 
vegetables as they found on their route. Such was the 
food of all from the General to the common Soldier* — Nay, 
tht General was often obliged to faji for eighteen or twenty 
hours $ becaufe the privates generally arriving firft, plun- 
dered the villages of every article of fubfiftence ; and fre- 
quently reduced him to the necefftty of fatisfying himfilfwUb 
the refufe of their hunger > or of their intemperance. 

After this " faithful piclure" of the fufferings of the 
Conqueror of Egypt, and of the army of Egypt — (of which 
this is but a fingle trait,) — by the intelligent and hardy 
jfty/r-— who thus concludes the recital of his cruel lot, 
cc The cup of bitternefs is poured out, and I will drink it to 
the dregs," — and reprefents the dernier refort of Philofo- 
phifm in diftrefs, — Suicide— can we hefitate to pronounce 
*— that they are indeed of " all men moft miferable" who 
want in the hour of trial and diftrefs the teftimony of a 
good confeience void of offence towards God and towards men," 
fui4 who have nothing to fupport them) but their National

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fptrk—falfe /jonour^ztid- « deftiny 99 — or " philafophUal 
necejfftty" — unmeaning founds, for fortune y. chance* or mere 
notbingnefs ! ! ! 

How different arc th* refourecs of Chriftiaa piety and 
resignation, « rejeicing in hope* and thereby* patient im 

rtfignatioru" 

M. Navilbj was one of the moft refpofhble of die 
ancient magiftraies of Geneva when that Republic wa» 
revolutionized in 1794, bjr the emiflaries of the Briffkine 
or Country fa&ion, who wave overpowered by the Robef- 
pierian or Parifian fa&ion. He was a man of diftin- 
guifbed talents, of approved integrity and peat public 
fpirit, and therefore the foremoft on the bloody lift of 
prescription. 

When fcized by their myrmidons, and brought before 
the Revolutionary Tribunal* be thus undauntedly and in- 
dignantly interrogated his judges : 

a Who are ye* that pretend to have a fight of trying 
me ?-r-I fee none here but ufurpers"

After the deftru&ion of the legitimate authority of the 
aiagift rates of 1792, (accomplifhed by the intrigues of 
the Count de Vergennes) you had created other laws, other 
public functions ; and yet, ye yourfelves, are now going 

to 
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"to^bWik Hirdugh that flew political order, to' feat your- 
felves Upoh a Tribunal of profcription, already<ftained by 
Tnatiy a&iffifiatiotos. 

"" Wfll ^aflert that ye aft by virtue of the Sovereignty 
of the people*?-** -Surely, if ye confidercd them as fove- 
reign, fliould ye not have had the precaution to convoke 
'Alt the inhabitants of the Territory^ without diftinftion of 
•party or tfptoidn ? --{f '-ye Were the Organ if the real will bf 
ibe-pebpie, Wcfcrtdye not have removed from this Affembly 
all the infiruments of terror^ 'Which ye are employing to 
injure the freedom of their determinations ? 

" Do not imagine that I mean to degrade myfeif fa far 
as to wifh to move your companion. I know that my death 
is l decided on beforehand y and ye know too, that Tenter- 
tain too lively' a hatred of injufiice, not to merit the fad but 
- honourable tot 6f the* magistrates whom y€ have already 
deftroyed. However, in order to prove to all Europe, 
the/prcfotitid iniquity 6f your judgment^ There declare, 
SttotLE God, that finte the defi*tf&teri of ithe govern- 
ixittit bf 1792, I have lived in retirement ;^that, convin- 
ced- of the ufeleflhefs of my effefrts' to rf-efiaWHh the do- 
imfai&n of the true laws, I- have remained in fubmiffion to 
thofe : of ytttir makirig : and that, Concentrating in my foul % 
d kind*of liberty , which it never *vas*in>>youififower>to rob me 
of t I have fuppOrted the, Jlavery,* ye have impofed on me, 

conflrained 
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conftrained to fee without murmuring, the triumphant im* 
purity of crimes. The idea that I (hall ceafe to be a wit- 
nefs of them, foftens the bitternefs of my cruel repara- 
tion from my wife and children ; — whofe fate remains in the 
hands of Providence, but who, at all events, will never 
have caufe to blttjb on account of their relation to me" 

And fo powerfully did he defend himfelf, that one of 
his judges, in pronouncing his fentence, faid unto him : 
I have two confciences— the one of them acquits you at inno- 
cent i the other % condemns you to fave the Republic" I 

11 It will then lofe in me a great citizen" coolly replied 
the magiftrate. 

When the fanguinary tribunal had apprized him of his 
fate:— And I too^ cried he, will % in my turn y pronounce 
that which awaits you — you and all your accomplices. 

« When enriched by plunder 9 and become abfolute mafters 
of the Jlate, epcpecl not io enjoy in peace the fruit of your 
crimes. All the curbs that ye have broken through to arrive at 
defpotifm y will alfo be found broken through for you. New 
faclions will be engendered in the midjl of your fatlion / ye will 
be engaged in a confiant flruggle to wrefl the authority from 
each other. Like tiger /, ye uinted to fecure your prey s and 
like them, ye will /pill each others blood in disputing which 

Jball 
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fhall devour it. Thus 9 ye will yourf elves avenge the manes of 
your viclims. But they will have ended their days with the 
confutation of a pure confcience, which lifts the foul to its Crea- 
tor : whereas on your part, ye will die with hearts burning 
with rage ; your punijbment will be preceded by the moft rend- 
ing thoughts ; ye will be plunged in defpair, for having fained 
your/elves with the Hood of the innocents and ye will be tor- 
tured with the dread of falling irtto the abyfs, which ye have 
hollowea\ with your own hands : ye will die without daring to 
lift up your eyes towards Heaven"— D'lvernois. 

But however we may commiferate the lot of this 
w great citizen"— zs he proudly ftiled himfclf, and exe- 
crate his hypocritical aflaffins — yet the juftice of Heaven 
is confpicuous in the vifitation of that devoted city. 
Geneva, it is truly remarkable, from the commencement 
of the Protestant Reformation, was the hot-bed of 
the moft pialignant fyirit of Republicanifm — and gave birth 
to three celebrated citizens, * Calvin, Roujfeau and Neckar> 

the 

* ZuuigTitu was the founder of Republicanifm at Geneva.^ 
He maintained, that " Kings, whenever they a& traiteroufly and 
contrary to the law of Chrift, may by God's permiffion, be de- 
pofed"—ox in the language of the prefent dajr— M cq/hicred"— 
Cahin, his pupil,— improving upon his matter's doctrine— 
afierts, " earthly princes abdicate their power, when they rife 
againft God— [i. e. the Godly]— <wc ought therefore rather to

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the open or infidious, and too fuccefsful opponents of 
Royalty, wbofe turbulent, reftlefs, and intriguing fpirits, 

—by 

/pit in tieir fates, than to obey them, when they are To iofoleat. 
as to with to rob God of his right }" accordingly, he expelled 
the Prince Bifhop of Geneva, and abolUhed Epifcopacy, and 
eflabliflied a Republican government in Church and State— and, 
the noted John Knox, who had been at Geneva, followed his 
example in Scotland. 

Rouf[eau—mi& not originally adverfe to Monarchy^ but the 
perfections he underwent in France, in an evil hour drove him - 
into the defperate doctrine o^political equably, ami the happinefs 
of the favage irate of fociety— -which he gave in his Pandora's 
box, the /octal contraS. Of this work, (fays the ingenious, learn- 
ed and patriotic author of the Purfuits of Literature) — the 
French revolutionifis, never once loft fight, with them it is 
u fi r Ji> laflt midjt anjl without end, in their {peculations and 
practices. 

' " O J ean Jaqucs — (exclaims Luc. Buonaparte, in difguft at 
the brutal and ferocious favages of Egypt, Letter I.) why war 
it not thy fate to fee thofe men, whom thou calleft " the men of 
Nature" — thou wouUJlfmk with {barney thou wouldft fiartk 
with horror at the thoughts of having once admired them !" 

The following paflage of that eccentric and paradoxical 
writer, againft innovations in eftabliflied governments, is marked 

with 
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— by themfelvcs, or by their difciples, overturned the ef- 
tablifhed government of Geneva^ Scotland, England, and 

France, 

with fuch profound political wifdom, that I will federally re- 
commend it to the confideration of all fpeculating reformers. 

4€ Though all the advantages of a new plan fhould be incon- 
teftable, what man of fenfe would venture to change old maxims, 
would attempt to'abolifti old cuftoms, and to give a new form to 
the ftate [of France,] different from that to which a duration of 
thirteen hundred years has gradually brought it ? Whether the 
government be (till actually the fame, or during fo many ages, 
may have infenfibly changed its nature, it is equally imprudent 
to meddle with it. If it is the fame, it fliould be refpeded ; if 
it has degenerated, it is occafioned by the force of time and of 
circumfiancet, and human wifdom in that cafe can avail nothing." 
[— -Potyfynodia. 

Nechar has been a principal actor in the tragedy of the 
French Revolution, whether his mifcarriages have been the re- 
fult of an overweening vanity, wifhing like Phaeton, to drive 
the chariot of the ftate— fo ride in the whirlwind and direct the 
jforro— -with powers unequal to the mighty tafk — or whether his 
partiality for republicanifm, led him to concur with thofe demo- 
crats, who wifhed to give France a republican form of govern* 
ment, I will not prefume to decide. Certain it is that his ad- 
miniftration is execrated by the heft informed French writers, 
as having principally contributed to overturn the Conftitution. 

K 2 France 
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France. And now by a righteous retribution, the Monfi 
trous Republic, has repaid with terrible compound intereft, 
the difafters of the Monarchy— -fomented and foftered by 
the revolutionary principles of the citizen of Geneva, 
(and his powerful co-adjutor, the philofopher of Ferney, 
w-Vohaire) — and the revolutionary praftices of that insuf- 
ficient or treacherous minifter of the finances. 

The prediction of M. Naville, however, refpe&ing the 
faftions which have fo long harrafled France, has been 
literally fulfilled ; the BriJJotine fa&ion was mowed down 
by the guillotine of Robefpierre, and with them the flower 
of French literary talent. Robejpierre in his time, funk, by 
the arm of TalUen ; and the laft tranfportation to Cayenne, 
has feated Bar r as, Rtubel, and Merlin, in the directorial 
throne, but who do not feem to be better eftabliihed 
than their predeceflbrs, And France, at this moment, is 
iplit into four parties, irreconcileably hoftile to each other, 
and only kept down by the revived fyftem of terror. 

Of thefe four parties, the Jirft is that of the Republic 
cans attached to the Conftitution of 1795* or an defWve 
ari/locracy. The fecond—thc Republicans, attached to the 
Conftitution of 1793, w bich was ftridtly democratic, on 
the fyftem of univerfal fufirage, refembling the Polijh 
Diet. The third — the rnixt monarchy men, originally at- 
tached tp the Conftitution of 179 1, Tp thefe, many of 

the 
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the non-emigrant royalifts have acceded. And, fourth, 
the royalifts who afpirc to reftore the monarchy in all \i% 
fimplicity. Of all thefe the firft, or ruling party is the 
ftrongeft 5 not only as a powerful party of opinion, but 
from the fupporiE of the Executive government, and the 
general dread of change, by all the fuccefsfiil plunderers 
qr purchafers of national domains, by all the induftrious, 
and by all the humane-— all fhuddering, all deprecating the 
pad horrors of revolution, anarchy, confifcation and 
tnaflacre. — But, « unfit this^ tyranny be overpqft" there is 
no chance of tranquillity for France, nor of peace for 
Europe — and the prefent military government, concentra- 
ting all the powers of the State in the hands of a few un- 
principled villains of fhining talents, infatiable avarice, 
and reftlefs ambition, is furely the mod formidable that 
ever was eftablifhed on earth, both to its fubjects and to 
its neighbours. The re-eftabli/bment of Monarchy in France, 
fhould be the univerfal prayer, and the universal effort of 
all friends to focial frappinefs and to univerfal peace. 

But " the vine-covered hilhy ant gay regions of France" 

are now blafted and blighted, by their difaftrous " day 

flar of liberty, rifing" in a fea of blood, and making " the 

green-on* red" — and how long thefe " defections" may laft 

—is not for human fagacity to explore. 

■» 

During the chaftifement the Monstrous Repub- 
lic is inflicting on her own « mojl miferable fubje&s," 

who 
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who are now conftrained to be the inftraments of defixuc- 
tion to themfelves and to mankind, under a ruthlefs Di- 
rectory, who are forced to revive the anniverfary feftival 
of the murder of their mofl gracious and too accommoda- 
ting King — which all France had deprecated with horror, 
and difufed until Jan. 1798, when it was re-eftabtifhed, 
under the reigning fyftem of terror j the dread of lan- 
guifhing in the parched deferts of Cayenne, contrived by 
that fubtle fiend, Merlin— and fraud more efficacious than 
even the guillotine — which difcharged them at once from 
their miferies, and which the frequency of its exhibition 
almoft ftript of its terrors, from the influence of fajbion 
— duripg the continuance of thofe accumulations of £1- 
mentation, and mournings and woe. 

A negligent and apoftate world, will at length be 
fcourged into an operative faith, and a firm aflurance— 
that 

'« Verily there is a reward for the righteous, 

" Doubtlefs there is A God thatjudgeth the earth? 

And they will learn from the difafters of Europe, and 
the deftru&ion of Troy, the wifdom of that refleftion, 
fuggefted by the latter to another hiftorian, Herodotus. 

u Heaven permitting, that they fhould be utterly def- 
troyed in order to convince men, that the Gods have
